; But this October is a crisis period for American Red Cross. 
Financially, 1976 has been a disastrous year for this humanitarian 
organization, but, when weighed by accomplishments it has been a 
proud year for Red Cross. 

Disastrous because American Red Cross has had to expend a 
Staggering $35 million in relief to disaster victims; the largest figure 
in it's 95 year history. 

A proud year because American Red Cross volunteers and staff 
have fed, sheltered and cared for disaster victims in every state in 
the Union and in such far flung locations as Guam anid Guatemala. 
The catastrophies have ranged from earthquakes to typhoons, from 
tornadoes and floods to fires. Some of the disasters received 
prominence in press and TV, others were hardly reported. Typhoon 
Pamela which devastated the U.S. island of Guam left 20,000 
families with severe losses, Red Cross flew in 74 relief specialists 
from the Mainland and Hawaii to assist Guam Red Cross 
Voiunteers. The reiiei cost came to $11 million in this case alone. 

It will be months before the reflef costs of the catastrophic 
floods in Colorado will be finally known. 

The Disaster Reserve Funds of American Red Cross are 
exhausted. To help offset this year's drain, Red Cross is 
conducting a special fund campaign to raise an emergency $10 
million, but, it will be the success of this years Annual Red Cross 
Fund Drive which will determine how well American Red Cross can 
re-establish its financial stability.

Some decisions have been made! Some 
criteria has been established! 

The immunization Clinics will be held 
first in the Upper Peninsula, then the 
Northern Lower Peninsula, and finally the 
more populous Southern Lower Peninsula. 

Crawford County has been alerted to be 
ready to hold Clinics by mid-October. 
Notice of exact availability ot the vaccines 
will be extremely short, perhaps less than 
a week, so careful planning and organiza- 
tion is necessary if the program is to be 
effective. 

Crawford County Chapter of American 
Red Cross has been designated by Mrs. 
Beverely Wagoner, Coordinator of the Flu 
Immunization Program of our seven county 
Health District, to coordinate the immuni- 


zation activity in Crawford County. Harri- 


son Goodhue, Crawiord County Chapier - 
ARC Chairman has accepted this respon- 
sibility. 

The American Legion has generously 
agreed to provide their hall in Grayling for 
the clinics. The clinics will be held on 
consecutive days - Tuesday and Wednes- 
day - from 1 p.m. to 7 p.m., and wil! be 
open to all eligible citizens, without 
charge. 

There will be two vaccines. Monovalent 
which is Type A-New Jersey, and Bivalent, 
which: is a combination of Type A-New 
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Young people under 18 will nat he 
immunized at this time unless they are 
classified as “High Risk” by their phy- 
sicians due to chronic disease, and their 
immunization will be done by their 
physician. 

Adults +8 to 59 in good health will 
receive Monovalent Vaccine normally by 
the fast, virtually painless, “gun” iniection 
method at the clinics. 


Adults 60 and over, in good heaith, free 
of chronic lung, heart, kidney or diabetic 
disease, will be classified as “Group A” 
and will receive Bivalent Vaccine by 
syringe injection at the clinics. 

Adults 60 and over, not in good health, 
and individuals regardless of age, suffer- 
ing from chronic lung, heart, kidney or 


. diabetic disease, will be classified “Group 


B", and should see their doctors for 
immunization with Bivalent Vaccine, pro- 


vided he approves. 


The vaccines will be furnished free to 
physicians for their patients, but, it is up 
to the ohysician to decide whether there 
will be a charge for the injection pro- 
cedure. The doctor, if he prefers, after 
approving a patient (Group B) tor immu- 
nization, may refer the patient to the clinic 
for the actual vaccine injection. Such 
approval must be written, however, and 
signed by the authorizing physician.

the potential pandemic of Swine Flu is the 
personal responsibility of each individual.

Pandemic means world wide, universal 
disease epidemic of catastrophic propor- 
tions.

The late Dr, K. Lake, a !iberal 
feligious scholar formerly teach- 
ing at Harvard University, de- 
serves 2 compliment for his 
truthfulness in describing Fun- 
damentalism. In his book “The 
Religion cf Yesterday and To- 
morrow” we read: 

Fundamentalism, “ls simply 
the 20th Century restatement of 
the historic Christian Faith 
coupled with a militant defense 
of the Faith and an exposure of 
all anti-Biblical systems. itis a 
mistake often made. by educat- 
ed persons who happen to have 
but little knowledge of histori- 
cal theology, to suppose that 
fundamentalism is a new and 
Strange form of thought. It is 
nothing of the kind; it is the 
partial and uneducated survival 
of a theology which was once 
universally held by all Chris- 
tians. How many were there, for 
instance, in Christian churches 
in the 18th Century who doubi- 
ed the infallible inspiration of 
all Scripture? A few, perhaps, 
but very few. Nc, the fundamen- 
talist may be wrong; { think he 
is. But it is we who ‘have 
departed from the tradition, not 
he, and | am sorry for the fate of 
anyone who tries to argue witha 
fundamentalist on the basis of 
authority. The Bible and the 
corpus theologicum of ihe 
Church is on the fundamenta!- 
ist’s side.” 

Most liberals are not as 
honest as Dr. Lake. They try to 
deceive their people by saying 
they believe the Bible just as the 
Fundamentalists do, BUT they 
interpret it differently. They may 
or may not believe in the virgin 
birth, BUT even if they do, it is 
not an important issue to them. 
They may betieve Jesus Christ 
died on a cross at Calvary, BUT 
they do not believe His death is 
their only hope for forgiveness 
of sins. They may even say they 
believe in the resurrection of

Present: Sister Chrysostom, Laureen Shively, Julia Kroil, 
Richard Lattimer, Bill Ellingoboe, Camp Councii Members (Darryl, 
Dick, Barry, William, and Bill} and Mr. Hazen. 

Mrs. Kroll explained new GEO set-up. Each week boys testing 
for new subject and so boys are doing much better. New hays 
moving into program in the middle a problem being worked on. 
Accumulative chart for success of GED program is to be developed 
starting with volunteers as of May, 1975. 

July awards banquet report from Mr. Hazen. Summer activity 
weckend awards were given at banquet as well as vocational and 
educational awards. Trophy went to Dorm 4. Turnout of parents and 
visitors was very good - around 30 visitors. 

Mr. Hazen reported that ihe camp brochures are be 
by the state and should be ready for malting soon.

The t-shirts have 
been ordered. Mr. Hazen requested that we delay the award 
banquet due the first Sunday in October unti! the t-shirts are ready.

Mr. Hazen gave the monthly statistics for August. Camp is full 
and there is a waiting list of at least 10 referrals. In August there 
were 13 truancies, 5 of which were returned within 24 hours; 14 
home visits; 10 admissions; 5 releases and one transfer. 7.6 
months average length of stay for boys released in August. 

vir. Hazen announced that a new short order cocking course 

started on weekends. It is a10 week course. This gives the boys a 
chance to choose what they want for their meal. This is for 


experience in fast food service and will give the boys more of 


opportunity for employment on release. Menu variety is fairly 
extensive. The idea for course came trom the staff team. The boys 
prepare on Saturday for the Sunday meal. Age factor important in 
this course as so many boys are too young to work in factory, 
welding, etc. at time of their release. This program would give at 
least 40 boys some training in fast food service a year. 

Mr. Hazen also announced that the Service Station Attendant 
course has dropped the on-campus experience and that on-the-job 
training is to work in a week or so in a garage rather than a gas 
station, for the second phase of the course. The first phase ts of 
course classroom work. Boy would work 5 hours a day for 2 days 
each week and will be paid for his work by the garage.

Mr. Hazen announced that through Mr. Jack Alef the indiana :

Popular public opinion is 
that juvenile program should be a criminal type treatment program. 
In reality the youth must learn that if they refuse to stop “acting 
out” there will be consequences. It was commented that social 
pressures are also on aduits to coniorm as weli as juveniles — 
pressure to join or be picked on. It was also noted that groups can 
be used to do things In a positive rather than only in anegative way. 
It was discussed on boys learning how adults resoive thair own 
hang-ups. 

The boys from the council reported there was an dinar 
amount of horseplay lately. Boys bored with same rout 
time. At the present the shortage of staff hinderance for . 
Crisis situations must be deait with first. Off ground trips (rock 
hunting for lanidary, camping and fishing trips, etc.} tate second 
place. Volunteers could be used for this type of activity if willing. 
The recreation oroaram is voluntary. It is an intearat oart of the staff 
to be involved in recreation. Individual staff does what they are 
interested in. Program fluctuates with staff. Camp council to help 
on same pragram and be given some responsibility in carrying 
them out. 

A suggestion was made to invite people from the community 
to attend CAAC meetings just for clarification of camps’ purpose. 
Each month someone different, picking them from the various 
professional and business people in town. 

Mr. Lattimer is to start working with the boys interested in 
bowhunting and get volunteers to come out and give instruction 
and practice sessions to get ready for the hunting season. 

It was requested that a.typical weekty schedule of the campers 
program be made up for the council members to see how the time is 
set up for the boys.

Open meeting law 
is good news 


The Michigan Legislature has adopt- 
ed a broad open meetings bill, and 
that’s good news for the public. 

Under the new law, very few meetings 
oi any pubiic bodies may be held behind 
closed doors; this is a new sunshine 
law, meaning let the sun shine in. 

The widest ioophoie at early atance 
seems to be an exemption from the 
open door for coilective bargaining 
sessions and negotiations 
meetings. Of course, it’s questionable if 
meaningful bargaining could be accom- 
plished in an open meeting, with the 
taxpayers looking on and the television 
cameras grinding away. But this is one 
exemption we'll have to keep an eye on. 

Another exception will be partisan 
caucuses in the legislature; again, this 
could be subject to abuse by the office 
holder, but hopefully we can keep an 
eye on this one too, and if it’s 
excessively misused in the next few 
years, maybe the legislature will close 
the loophole. 

Other exceptions involve disciplining 
or dismissing students or employees; 
consultation with attorneys on pending 
litigation; reviewing employment apoli- 
cations; and discussing an option to 
purchase land. The exceptions for these 
purposes, in my view, seem rational and 
proper. Few problems should develop 
there. 

Other than those loopholes, accord- 
ing to reports of the new law, all 
meetings of public bodies in Michigan 
must be open to the public, and that's 
good. 

And that takes in everything from the 
township or village level, through cities 
and counties and schoo! districts, right 
on up to the state and all its agencies, 
including the legislature.

close to unanimous support in the 
legislature as any substantive measure 
likely will receive these days. Only three 
senators and seven representatives 
voted againsi ii. § would vet many 
others would have preferred to vote 
against it, but voting for secrecy in 
government is not ihe most politic 
course to pursue. 

important point to remember is 
that the new law opens meetings for the 
public, and not just for representatives 
of the press. Any member of the public, 
not just reporters, can attend govern- 
ment meetings. 

The fact of the matter, however, 
dictates that the public will stay away 
from government meetings in droves; 
they usually do. One reason is that 
many citizens and taxpayers depend on 
the press to represent them at govern- 
mental meetings; that’s one of the most 
important responsibilities that the press 
undertakes. 

The new faw is not essentially a 
pro-media law, although most organiza- 
tions of media people favor it. The 
purpose of the law is to permit the 
public to keep an eye on how their 
governments operate at all levels. 

One of the 10 legislators who 
opposed the bill thought it was un- 
necessary. 

“We do have problems with secret 
meetings, but | think we have a bili of 
overkill here,” explained Sen. Alvin J. 
DeGrow of Pigeon. 

“The answer to secret. meetings is 
vigilance by the news media.” 
I'd agree 100 percent 
DeGrow on the responsibility of the 
media to be vigilant and alert. In fact, 
even the new open meeting law — as 
inclusive as it appears to be — will not 
be effective unless members of the 
media pursue the role of vigilance Sen. 
DeGrow assigns them. It’s in the nature 
of most of us — public Officials 
included — to seek out loopholes in law 

if such exist. 

So vigilance by ine media ceriainiy is 
needed to promote the public interest. 
But the new law is going to help, too.

Secause of the importance of 


ihe Mississippi and Onio rivers 
in the communication - trans- 
portation network of the Oid 
Northwest during the Revolu- 
tionary War, it seemed logical 
that a fort constructed at the 
point where the two great water- 
ways met would be a valuable 
asset. But a year after George 
Rogers Clark built Fort Jeffer- 
son at that location, the strong- 
hold was abandoned. 

Virginia Governor - Patrick 
Henry had advocated in 1777 
that a fort be built there to help 
in encouraging trade and co- 
operation wiih the Spanish at 
New Orleans. In 1779 Clark 
echoes the view that a fortifi- 
cation at the mouth of the Ohio 
would be the key to trade in the 
West. After gaining contro! of 
the Illinois country in 1778, 
Clark had kept a gunboat at the 
junction of the riveis so as to 
control beth of them. He con- 
tended that a fort at this loca- 
tion would make it possible to 
keep In check the Chickasaw 
Indians of the region and 
English setilements on the 
lower Mississippi. 

In tne conficential orders that 
he gave to Clark prior to the 
1778 expedition that wrested 
control of key western outposts 
from the British, Henry sug- 
gested that cannon from Kas- 
kaskia could be used to defend 
a fort at the Ohio-Mississippi 
juncture. ~ 

Alter Thomas Jefferson be- 
came governor of Virginia he, 
too, advocated the erection of a 
fort at the strategic location. He 
envisioned it as one of a string 
of fortifications along the Ohio 
that would help to defend the 
western settlements and Keer

The 
spot, known as the Iron Banks, 
is at present-day Wickliffe, Ken- 
tucky. 

Virginia officials encouraged 
settlers to move to the vicinity 
of the fort so that they would be 
available to help build it and 
supply its garrison with food. 

During the summer, while 
Clark was in what is now Ohio 
leading an assault on the Snaw- 
nee Indians. Fort Jefferson was 


attacked by a band of Choctaw, 


and Chickasaw braves led by 
a Scotsman named Cclberi. 
During a six-day siege of the 
fortification, many of the 30 
defenders under Captain Robert 
George were suffering from 
sickness and they had little 
food. Their principal source of 
nourishment was unripe pump- 
kins. Water and ammunition 
were also in short supply when, 
on the sixth day of the siege. 
George and Colbert met in the 
fort under a flag of truce to 
discuss terms of surrender. 
They could not reach an agree- 
ment, and as Colbert was 
Jeaving, he was reportedly 
wounded by a shot from an 
Indian ally of the rebels. That 
night the Choctaws and Chick- 
asaws stepped up their assault 
and attempted to storm the fort. 
They were repelled when raked 
by a discharge of grape shot 
from a cannon in one of the 
blockhouses. Shortly after the 
Indians finally withdrew, a relief 
force from Kaskaskia arrived. 

Illness also affected the vil- 
lagers and they were further 
discouraged by the loss of their 
livestock and destruction of 
their crops in the {ndian raids. 
Consequentiy, most of them 
left to establish themselves in 
new locations in the Illinois 
country” or farther down the 
fort and village were aban- 
doned.

As many of us know, several 
serious accidents have already 
happened in the immediate vi- 
cinity of this intersection and 
anything that can be done to 
lessen chances of future acci- 
dents must be attempted. An 
effort should be made. 

While | ar at it, | would like 
to mention the concrete bridge 
located on North Down River 
Road just a few hundred feet 
east of Roberts Road. This is 
anotier dangerous accident-in- 
viling construction. Shouldn't 
something be done in order to 
alert drivers to the presence of 
the bridge? Approaching the 
bridge from: either direction is 
hazardous. To say the least, 
especially at night. Is it possible 
to paint the ends of the bridge 
with a fluorescent paint or 
maybe attach reflectors or re- 
lective decals to the bridge 
ends? Anything to draw peo- 
ples’ atiention to the narrow 
bridge.

Auvailahia

Gov. William G. Milliken re- 
minded Michigan residents Fri- 
day that the Department of 
Natural Resources maintains a 
free firewood program. 

“In this time of energy aware- 
ness, this program by the 
DNR’s Forestry Division is an 
effective way for people — es- 
pecially in northern lower Mich- 
igan and the Upper Peninsula — 
to supplement their conven- 
tional heating systems,” Milli- 
ken said. 

Milliken said that free fire- 
wood is available in all state 
forest areas. individuals are 
requested to first check with a 
DNR field office to obtain a 
permit. Most of the material ts 
already dead, trimmed from 
trees or otherwise Specified by 
the DNR as eligible for the 
firewood program. 

“Those citizens taking ad- 
vantage of this program are 
reminded that they must first 
obiain a permit from the DNR 
and also must provide their own 
saw and do their own cutting,” 
Milliken said. “But since most 
of the state forest lands in 
northern -Michigan are acces- 
sible by automobile and since 
wood costs between $20 and 
$40 acord when purchased, this 
state program still represents a 


bargain for those wiflfing to 
spend time cutting it them- 
selves.” 


Further information concern- 
ing the free tirewood program is 
available by calling the DNR 
offices in Lansing, Cadillac, 
Roscommon, Mio, Gaylord, Es- 
canaba, Newberry, Marquette or 
Baraga.

Two of the sites are within the 
faculty housing on campus at

Ozone 
is a rapid oxidizing agent and 
ganic matter. it is “also a 
disinfectant and will kill bac- 
teria which are present in the 
effluent. The ozone contact 
chamber has been located be- 
tween the standard septic tank 
ang Grainfield ai a facuity home. 

It will be monitored to de- 
termine the energy input requir- 
ed to run the ozone generator 
and to determine the quality of 
the effluent which can be.pro- 
duced with such a system. The 
main goal of the ozone system is 
provide a cleaner effluent which 
most certainly would prolong 
the life of a drainfieid. It is 
conceivable that the azanation 
process might produce an ef- 
fluent which would be clean 
enougn tor discharge to a small 
backyard pond, but that will 
iave to be deterinined oniy afler 
testing of the system. 

The other two systems in- 
volve a recirculating sand filter 
wich cleans the effluent before 
it enters the drainfield. The filter 
has specially selected sand to 
help remove phosphorus. The 
sand has a high percentage of 
calcium.
